During June, before the applica-

expenses incident to the NRA code 
later adopted, American consump- 
tion of cotton totaled 696,000 
bales. 

In July, still with no processing 
tax and only a half month of NRA 
restrictions, the consumption was 
601,000 bales. In August, the first 
full month under the processing 
tax and the NRA, consumption fell 
further to 589,000 bales. 

In September, when cotton felt 
for the first time the full effect of 
this double burden, while its chief 
competitors were not subject to 
the processing tax, consumption 
fell to 499,000 bales. 

No wonder that it has been im- 
possible to sustain the price of raw 
cotton in the face of a drop, with- 


in four months’ time, in the month- 


ly consumption from 696,000 to 


499,000 bales. The surprise would 
have been had the price kept up 
under these conditions.

“Total length, 0 millimeters; tail, 
48 millimeters; width of head in 
body—.”" And so on, seemingly ad 
infinitum, measurement follows meas- 
urement. Salamander follows salaman- 
der from jar to tray and to shipping 
container.

FOOTBALL INJURIES. 


There was a professional football game at Ponce de Leon 
park last Sunday; a sort of sandlot-pro game played by boys 
who hadn’t trained for it and who had inadequate equipment 
to begin with. 

All of which reminds me that there have been 14 
deaths from ‘football’ this fall and that not one has 
come from the ranks of a college varsity eleven.

Peo- 
ple wanted to know why gate receipts 
were necessary. Now the situation is 
completely altered. There no longer 
is any outery at all, Instead, the chief 
source of criticism comes from the 
failure of athletic budgets to balance. 

“College presidents have been for- 
mally introduced to the idea of gate 
receipts, something they knew about 
before only vaguely. 


“While it might not 
to rely entirely on receipts, the faci 
remains that the scope of any coi- 
lege’s athletic program must be made 
to conform with the receipts from pay- 
ing sports. notably football.” 

Harvard's athletic budget, he de- 
clared, would be balanced by the end 
of the present school year. although 
“we coutemplate making no retrench- 
ments.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 17.—()— 
Efforts by officials of the American 
Farm Bureau Federation to procure 
$94,000 from shipping associations to 


finance a merchant marine propa- 
ganda campaign were described today 
to a senate committee by M. S. Win- 
der, federation executive’ secretary, 
and S. A. Van Petten, former public- 
ity director.

As a 
result, all other grain went skyrock- 
eting, rye 9 1-8 cents. 

The sensational flight of grain 
values followed official announcement 
that the United States government 
was buying wheat on a large scale 
for emergency food relief purposes. 

Rising prices for wheat and other 
grains as computed above were from 
the day’s bottom figures, and were 
stopped only because the upsweep had 
reached the limit allowed for any over- 
night period, an average net gain of 
5 cents a bushel for wheat, 4 cents 
for corn and 3 cents for oats. The 
finish for each grain was strong at 
the day’s top, with provisions up 20 
to 50 cents, the latter also the maxi- 
mum permitted. 

Corn and. oats were relatively 
stronger than wheat today during 
\price breaks. The chief reason given 
was that corn had been pushed down 
to near an export level. Suggestions 
were also heard that a leading specu- 
lator was taking a big hand on the 
buying side of the corn market. 

Provisions owed their advances 
largely to buying believed to be for 
exporters.
